Clause 4.—It is essential to the maintenance of a world settle- 
mont, which the associated nations have now met to establish, that 
a League of Nations be created to promote international co-operation

the general Peace Treaty and should be open to every civilised

Clause C.—The members of the League should pariodically 
meet ininternational conference and should have a permanent 
organisation and Secretariat to-carry on the business of the League 
in intervals between conference. The Conference therefore appoints 
a Committee representative of the Associated Governments to work 
out the details of the constitution and functions of the League.

to devote as much time as they would have liked to this question, it 
‘is because they have ‘been entirely occupied with other questions 
‘more urgent forthe moment. Had I had the slightest doubt regard- 
ing the wisdom of a League of Nations, that doubt would have. 
vanished before the spectacle 1 saw last Sunday when I visited a. 
region which a few years ago was the fairest in a very fair land. 
We drove for hours through what was s wilderness of desolation

a rock. In doing this he is not 
absolutely an innovator, but I am 
sure that no one before him has 
carried tha investigation of survi- 
vals nearly so far as he has, or 
has brought such a wealth of 
detail to their illustration, 

- THE SPIRIT-AND THE LETTER. 

His plan is ‘to take certain 
features of Old Testament "narr- 
ative, and ta distinguish between 
the imperishable monument of 
spiritual religion which the text 
presenta, and the baser elements, 
survivals. of savagery, which He 
buried in it. He” produces, the 
result of his prodigious industry, 
a multitude of parallel instances 
from the folk-lore-of the world. 
For example, the story of the 
Deluge, ‘which. Hurley treated 
from the geological point of view, 
recurs in more or less degree in 
every part of the globe. 

Sir James Frazer tells us how 
this legend arcse, and how it 
comes to be.80 Widespread. The 
traditions take, in remote peoples, 
grotesque forms. In East.Africa 
it is believed that the human race 
descends from a hyena; in 
Madagasoar the crocodile is look- 
ed upon as a kinsman, and if this 
erring brother has to be dragged 
out of the river and executed for 
gobbling up a native, he receives, 
mone the less, the honours 
of family burial. The Baronga 
are convinced that the chameleon 
brought death into the world and’ 
alt our woe, and they avenge this 
wrong to mankind by throwing a 
pinch of tobacco into the reptile‘s 
mouth, whereupon it expires in 
many colours. There is no limit 
to the mmltitude of fantastic 
legends which Sir, James Frazer 
callects from all quarters of the, 
barbaric world.’ 

In the age of Shakespeare, Sir 
James Frazer-had a humble pre- 
cursor, whom I do not think that 
he names. But the pages “of 
“ Folk-lore of the Old Testament * 
have frequently reminded me of 
the picturesque folio on “The 
Ancient Religions Before the 
Flood,” compiled in 1613 by the 
Rev. Samuel Purchas, and known 
ashis “Pilgrimage.”

THE RUSSIAN PROBLEM. 
. ri seen 
Europe and the world cannot be at peace while peace does not 
exist in Russia. A recognition of that fact has prompted the 
representatives of the five Great'Powers now assembled in Paris to 
put forward a concrete proposal which aims at bringing harmony and 
concord to. the Russian people. ‘That proposal, which emanated 
from President Wilson, is'that every organised group in Russia 
should send three delegates to meet representatives of the Associated 
Powers so that an understanding may be reached whereby Russia 
thay work out her own .salvation: It follows fairly clusely the 
~ suggestion made by Britain some time “ago—not by France, as a 
contemporary stated—that all parties in Russia’ should send 
delegates to the Peace Conference, which suggestion was disapprov- 
ed by the French Government and thus not put into effect. On a 
matter of such magnitude, opinions are bound to differ: some will 
approve, others will ngt. But there will at any rate be common 
agreement that the proposal now advanced is inspired by the single 
desire to help Russia through a critical period in her history and to 
secure the one end for which the Entente has all along been fight- 
‘ing, namely, the inauguration of world-wide peace. | ’ 
When we think of the present state of Russia and of the terrible 
things that are happening in that great country, we cannot but 
feel that every possible means should be tried to hasten the replace- 
ment of chaos by order and good government. From this standpoint, 
We can see nothing wrong’ in the method approved by the five Great 
Powers for getting at the heart of things. The Allies tell the 
Ruasians plainly and openly that they seek to assist them, and that 
-they have no’ desire whatever to: interfere’ in internal 
affairs. .The Russians, being unable to. agree among themselves, 
are asked in all good faith to lay their desires before the 
representatives of those nations which are now seeking 
to lay the foundations of a better world order than has hitherto 
existed. The point in dispute is the wisdom of allowing the 
Bolsheviks to lay their vie

COMMISSIONS, 

Fora long time past there has 
deen considerable dissatisfaction 
felt in Government circles in 
Hongkong in regard to emolu- 
ments, and some of the grievances 
which exist cértainly call for the 
application of remedial mea- 
sures, The matter is. now to be 
investigated, for a Comimission 
has been named to enquire into 
and make recommendations on 
the subject. That Commission, 
in line with the spirit. of the 
moment, has an “unofficial 
majority,” and we do not 
doubt that. the 
question of Government pay wilt 
be thoroughly sifted to the battom. 
There can be no doubi that many 
anqmalies at present exist in the 
system of Government emolu- 
thents, and we trust that the 
Commission will tackle the pro- 
blem boldly and fairly so that 
justice may be doneto all. We 
do not subscribe to the view that 
Hongkong Government servants 
are, as awhole, underpaid and 


overworked; instances could be’ 


cited in quite the opposite direc- 
tion. But thers are many 
genuine grievances which call 


-ffor adjastment, and it is with 


these that the Commissioners 
should largely concern them- 
selves, .The same. is true of 
many people im business life in 
Hongkong, but these individuals 
haveto rely on the justice and 
sense of fairness of their employ- 
ers. A Commission into salaries 
and conditions of employment in 
would no doubt reveal quite a 
number of causes for complant, 
the more so in view of the steady 
rise in the cost of living which has 
become so evident in recent Fears; 
with, in many instances, no 
corresponding advance in emolu- 
ments. Speaking of Commissions, 


‘|we are wondering how much 


longer we shall have to wait 
before the Government discloses 
its attitude towards the demand 
for an investigation into the 


housing problem, which is daily 


growing more acute. This ques. 
tion affeats the whcle population, 
not one section of it, and we can 
see no reason whatever why an 
analysis of it should be further 
delayed. 


BRITISH SINCERITY.
